That goal is not war. 
Rusvda i.- 
‘not prepared lor vv'ar, doe.sn't M anl 
vv'ar, won t be able to fight a war 
lor five to ten years. 
Further­ 
more, her leaders don’t think war 
IS necessary. 
The main Soviet goal is some­ 
thing else. 
To understand it, let's 
take a detailed look at Russian 
policy during the past six months. 
This may be the best way to un­ 
derstand General Marshall’s very 
difficult problem at Moscow. 
Henry Wallace Fire'^ 
Last September there appeared 
to be a change of Soviet policy. 
It began immediately after Henry 
Wallace published 
his letter to 
Iruman 
urging 
better 
relations 
with Russia, following which he 
was fired from the cabinet. 
The storm of anti-Russian crit- 
ici'm which broke in the American 
press during the Wallace incident 
undoubtedly worried the Kremlin. 
Also it removed Russia’s one friend 
frorn the cabinet. 
Prior to Wal­ 
lace’s exit, Moscow could expect 
that U. S. policy toward Russia 
would be divided. 
After Wallace’s 
exit, they knew it was united. 
They knew the entire nation was 
almost 100 per cent behind the 
Byrnes be-firm -with-Russia pol­ 
icy. 
Accordingly, Moscow 
executed 
one 
of 
its 
famous 
somersaults. 
Stalin gave out a press interview 
that he saw no reason for anything 
but peace with the outside world. 
Foreign Minister Molotov began 
sounding a softer note at Paris. 
Later he came to New York on a 
British passenger vessel, mingled 
with fellow passengers, was cour­ 
teous with newsmen, acted almost 
like a human being. 
In New YMrk also Vice-Commis­ 
sar Vyshinsky made a show of 
attending a 
Catholic 
mass. 
At 
sessions of the Foreign Ministers 
Council, Soviet policy seemed less 
belligerent. 
The Pussians even 
agreed in principle to the all-im ­ 
portant U. S.-proposed policy of 
permitting international inspectors 
to visit atom and munitions plants 
OR Ru.'Sian and other foreign soil. 
Many American observers vv'ere 
elated. 
They 
felt 
that Russian 
policy had really changed, that 
the 
Kremlin 
had 
decided 
on 
friendship with t’ - United States, 
not badgering friction, and that 
we 
in 
turn 
should forget our 
alarms and wmrries. 
Soviet Policy Unchanged 
This, 
of 
course, 
was 
exactly 
what the Kremlin wanted. 
They 
wanted the United States lulled 
into security. 
They wanted to cut 
the ground out from under Rus­ 
sian critics and from tho.se w'ho 
urged 
a 
powerful 
U. 
S. 
army- 
navy. 
But meanwhile if you examine 
carefully the facts beneath-the- 
surface, there appeared to be no 
actual change of Russian policy. 
For it was an inescapable fact 
that while Molotov was being con­ 
ciliatory in New York, the Moscow 
press and radio w'ere pouring out 
a steady stream of anti-American 
vitriol to the Russian people.

were thumbing their noses at a

Betting on football through the 
pools has captured the enthusiasm 
of all members of the family more 
than any other form of gambling, 
but the total betting pool, includ­ 
ing horseracing, grey hound rac­ 
ing, and football, nears seven bil­ 
lions. 
More than 75,000 persons are 
employ ed 
regularly 
by

parks, another 25,000 as part-time 
workers. 
All betting is done through the 
mails by coupon. The bettor marks
